The Axminster carpet which is be­ 
ing laid in each of the guest looms 
has an ail wool pile and Is so colored 
that it harmonizes with the wall pa­ 
per and the furnishings.

From Harold Bell Wright 


: Deaths Of The Day

C. H 
Holcomb at the First 
Christian church last night read a 
personal letter from 
Harold 
Bell 
V right in w'hich he sent a message 
to the local church saying 
that the 
hope of our civilization is in Chris­ 
tianity. I mean the Christianity of the 
Jesus, and that the only possible hope 
for this chistianity is in 
the pro­ 
fessed Christian in the church. 
To 
my thinking the situation has al­ 
most reached the point where its not 
a question 6f saving the world but 
saving the church. 
Please do not take this as a care­ 
less criticism of the church but a 
mere statem ent of the facts as I come 
to see them." 
Mr. Wright put in the mouth of 
Dan M atthews-these words: “if busi­ 
ness men don't get a little Christian 
religion into the business of our coun­ 
try and if citizens don't get a little 
Christianity in their citizenship, the 
indications are national ruin will re­ 
sult if awakening doesn’t come very, 
soon." 
There are too many members of 
the church that have too little Chris­ 
tianity. 
We are facing the collapse 
of Christianity in the church and this 
tendency has brought us to the verge 
of an appalling moral bankruptcy. 
We build temples but do not worship 
in them. 
We buy bibles but do not 
read them. We employe spiritual ad­ 
visers but do not heed them. 
We 
acknowledge Christ but neither fol­ 
low nor obey him 
To save America 
we must turn to the worship of God 
which means that the Christian re­ 
ligion must have right-of-way in our j 
lives. 
There are 183 separate and distinct 
denominations supposing to teach one 
Christianity. 
In the last ten years 
nine denominations have united, but 
twenty-two new' ones have come into 
existence. 
It has come to the time 
when people are Joining the church 
as they join a club, not as our fore­ 


fathers joined the church. Character 
is no longer a test of fellowship. 
II 
if was the church could not pay its 
expenses and there would be so few 
enrolled members. 
It w'ould be posi­ 
tively foolish to say that all preachers 
are teaching the same doctrine when 
they represent 183 different denom­ 
inations which teach and interpret 
the scripture differently. 
No doubt 
there are many 
ministers 
of 
the 
churches who would desire to preach 
the full Gospel of Christ if they were 
not afraid of 
creating 
displeasure 
among denominational leaders. 
We are spending four dollars out 
of every five to propagate our dif­ 
ferent denominations and one dollar 
for the purpose of teaching Christ. 
Theology has divided the church. You 
can’t produce unity by union of the­ 
ological differences. 
Unity will come 
by teaching Christ, not by explaining 
him. 
He needs to be heard, not ex­ 
plained. 
The ruin of Joe Paddock’s 
home, the tragedy of Harry W inton’s 
death, as portrayed by Mr. W right in 
his recent novel, was due to the lack 
of interpreting real chistianity in the 
life of the home. 
The solution of-the problem as Mr. 
Wright sees it, is to cease spending 
so much money in an unbusinesslike 
m anner for the support of a peculiar 
tentative truth and to get together 
on the fundam ental principles of the 
Christian religion and make character 
a test of fellowship eliminating the 
irreligion among church members by 
teaching the simple gospel of Christ 
and allowing the church to function 
in its several capacities in order to 
meet the crying demand of each per­ 
sons life. 
Every citizen should read 
Harold Bell W right’s book for the 
sake of their children and for the 
sake of society.

J MERICA’S stupendous public school system is the subject of 
everyday conversation in the home and yet. little is known 
in the average home as to the real extent ot this educational 
organization. 
Few can cite actual figures on the local school 
system, and as tor the whole system, the average person knows 
no more than that every community in the United States has one 


or more public schools. 
The bureau of education at Washington made public some 
American educational statistics. 
! bey surpass all expectation and 


and to many may seem fabulous. 
T hese official figures show that in the school year ot 1 9 13- 
1914 the nation had a 
population of 98,781,324, ot which 26,- 
002,1 S3 w'ere children 
between the ages of 5 to 17 years, and 
that the public school population that year was 19,153,786. 
In the school year of 192 5-1924 the nation’s population was 
112.078,611, of which 
29,345,95 1 were children of school age, 
and the school population was 24, 3 1 7,075. 
During the ten year period from 1915 to 192 5 the high 
school enrollment increased from 
1.2 18,804 to 5,401,801, the 
number ot public school teachers increased from 580,058 to 
740,163, the value of public school property jumped from 1,444,- 
666,859 to $ 5,741,906,402, and school revenue climbed from 
$ 555,077,1 46 to $ 1,808,321,420. 
Here is one ot America’s largest enterprises. 
It there are 
private enterprises which surpasse it in capital outlay they are 
more confined in their scope and accomplish less tor the coun­ 
try and civilization. 
The nation can not have too much edu­ 
cation, and a< for educational equipment, there now exists a 
nation-wide shortage. 
The demand for schoolrooms and teachers 


ever exceeds the supply.

SUBSTITUTES FOR W OOD 
I have received a circular from a 
firm which makes steel railroad ties 
This calls attention to the need of 
the country for finding some sub­ 
stitutes for wood. 
The tie business is a tremendous 
one and consumes about 26 per cent 
of the timber used annually. It is an 
essential part of the railroad business. 
To supply these ties from wood 
makes a terrible drain upon the for­ 
ests of the country. 
The old railroad 
with 
the 
dirt 
system of road bed was hard on the 
wooden ties, which lasted not much 
longer than three to five years. When 
the rock ballast was substituted, ties 
lasted, when treated with creosote, to 
an average of about eight years. 
The railroad business of the c< 
try is Just about 100 years old.

Many trees were perhaps 1,00 
5,000 years old when 'h e railroads 
gan to use ties, and their use of
